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Fears for 

dedicated 

policing 


A HAVERHILL county councillor 
has vowed to “fight the town’s 
corner” amid fears its dedicated 
response police officers could be 
moved 18 miles away to Bury St 
Edmunds. 

The draft proposal is causing 
disquiet among staff and a member of 
the police authority has already 
pledged to fight it if it becomes a 
definite plan. 

Suffolk Police Authority considered a report 
at its meeting last month which proposed 
axing response bases across the county to 
create new district policing hubs in a bid to 
save cash. 

One option under consideration would see 
Haverhill’s response officers having to travel to 
Bury St Edmunds each day to receive their 
duties, before then returning to police the 
town. 

County councillor Tim Marks, who is a 
member of the police authority, said further 
discussions would take place at the next 
authority meeting next Friday. 

But he warned that if the Bury St Edmunds 
option was recommended, he would strongly 
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oppose the move, which caused him “great 
concern”. 

He said: “The location of these response 
hubs had not yet been determined, but I would 
heartily object as a member of the police 
authority to this option. I would fight the 
corner for Haverhill, being the fifth largest 
town in Suffolk, it deserves better treatment 
than that. 

“It might look good on paper, but I cannot 
see it working. The people who are working on 
it have obviously never travelled on the A143. 

The paper before the Police Authority 
suggests cutting the county’s 23 current 
response bases to develop a “more effective 
and efficient response police model”. 

Response policing currently costs the force 
£22 million a year in staffing expenses alone 
and, according to the report’s authors, the 
purpose of the study is “to examine whether we 
have the right people, in the right place, at the 
right time”. 

Inspector Andrew Mason, Haverhill’s sector 
commander, said the proposal was in its 
embryonic stages and he was unable to 
comment.

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Jab success 
for teen girls 

THOUSANDS of teenage girls have been 
given potentially life-saving protection 
against cervical cancer following a 
vaccination programme. 

Carried out by Suffolk Community 
Healthcare (SCH), the programme 
began in September and has seen more 
than 3,000 Year 8 girls given the HPV 
vaccine - hitting the 90 per cent uptake 
target set by the Department of Health. 

Following this success, SCH has now 
created a dedicated team to deliver the 
routine programme. In addition, there 
will be a catch-up programme, which 
will see an extra 7,000 girls in Years 10 
and 11 immunised from September 
onwards. This will take place in addition 
to the 3,000 plus Year 8 girls who are due 
to start receiving the vaccination course 
in the autumn term. 

Dot Cordle, Head of Universal 
Children and Family Services with 
Suffolk Community Healthcare, said: 
“We are really delighted that more than 
3,000 girls across Suffolk have already 
received this vital vaccine, which will 
protect them against the commonest 
cause of cervical cancer for many years 
to come. 

“But it is important that even more 
young women are offered the vaccine. 
Over the coming year, our dedicated 
HPV vaccination team will be carrying 
out the routine programme as well as a 
catch-up programme which will see an 
additional 7,000 offered this important 
vaccine - potentially saving hundreds of 
lives.” 

Brian Keeble, consultant in public 
health medicine at NHS Suffolk, said: 
“We are delighted that the uptake for the 
HPV vaccine has been so high.”

Anger over troupe 
trainer’s sentence 


LEADERS of three maj¬ 
orette troupes, swindled 
out of thousands of 
pounds by a disgraced 
majorette trainer from 
Haverhill, have hit out at 
the sentence she rec¬ 
eived. 

The three Leeds troupes 
believe Jacqui Gehring should 
have received more than the 
six-month prison sentence 
suspended for a year, handed 
to her at Chelmsford Crown 
Court. 

Gehring admitted stealing 
£3,600, which was intended to 
pay for caravan accommod¬ 
ation for majorettes taking part 
in a competition she was 
organising. 

Gehring, 32, of Stanton Place, 
Haverhill, admitted three theft 
charges. 

The court was told that she 
was jailed for nine months in 
2001 for taking more than 
£5,000 from a Haverhill troupe. 

Gehring appeared for sent¬ 
encing for spending money 
belonging to Shardonnay 
Twirling Majorettes in Hunslet, 
Leeds; All Stars in Armley; and 
Hunslet Carr Majorettes, which 
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was supposed to pay for 
caravan accommodation for 
youngsters aged 4 to 17, taking 
part in a competition at Filey, 
North Yorkshire. 

The event was cancelled and 
it was discovered that Gehring 
had spent much of the money 

Donna Broadbent, leader of 
Shardonnay, said: "What Geh¬ 
ring has done has affected so 
many children and families. 

“It's disgusting that she has 
stolen all three troupes' holiday 
money which everyone was so 
looking forward to. 

“It's been so upsetting and 
distressing, especially when we 
have to pick up the pieces 
afterwards.” 

The three Leeds troupes met 
Gehring when she was judging 
competitions for them. Around 
180 majorettes from a total of 
five troupes agreed to take part 
in the Filey event, organised by 
Gehring. 

The three Leeds troupes all 
sent their money directly to 
Gehring, but around two weeks 
before they were due to go last 
May, Steph Sherwood, head

trainer of Leeds All Stars 
Majorettes, got a call. 

She said: “I received a phone 
call from lacqui explaining that 
the campsite had been double 
booked and therefore it needed 
to be changed to a later date. 

“She suggested October 2008 
for the finals. I told her it wasn’t 
her fault if it had been double 
booked, it’s just one of those 
things.” 

But suspicions were raised, 
the police were called and 
Gehring was charged with theft 
after being unable to account 


for more than £3,600. 

Ms Sherwood said: “To us, it 
looks as if she has walked away 
with a much too light a 
sentence for what she’s done. 
We feel she should not be 
allowed to run an organisation 
which is meant for children.” 

Gehring appeared for 
sentence before Judge Anthony 
Goldstaub QC, who told her he 
would have sent her straight to 
prison had it not been for 
psychiatric reports. It is 
believed she has suffered from 
depression for years. 

The prosecution said 
Gehring paid the money into 
her own bank account and 
spent some, so it was not there 
when payment was due. 

As well as the suspended jail 
sentence, Gehring was banned 
from entering pubs, restaurants 
and nightclubs which serve 
alcohol for the next three 
months. 

Her own majorette group, the 
Clacton Silver Supremes, had 
previously stated it would stand 
by Gehring. 

She remains listed as head 
trainer on the club’s website. It 
was not one of the three groups 
involved in the court case.

Man punched girl, 13, 
after ‘obnoxious’ taunts 


GOODE 
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A MAN has been given a suspended 
jail sentence for punching a 13- 
year-old girl and pushing her 
against a shop wall. 

Painter and decorator Michael Murphy 
had been drinking on St Patrick’s Day when 
he was abused by a group of youths and was 
hit on the head with a drinks can, magis¬ 
trates heard. 

He chased after the youths, who dispers¬ 
ed, and he ended up hitting the girl and 
pushing her against a wall. 

She had to have an operation to straighten 
a broken nose and took five weeks off school 
after the incident, in Haverhill High Street. 

Murphy, 48, of Salisbury Court, Haverhill, 
was given a four-month jail sentence 
suspended for a year by magistrates at Bury 
St Edmunds. 

He was also ordered to carry out 150 hours 
of unpaid community work and pay £2,500 
compensation to the girl. Murphy, who 
admitted causing actual bodily harm, was 
also ordered to pay £60 prosecution costs. 

Emma Lister, prosecuting, said the 
incident happened at about 8pm on March 
17. She said the victim, who cannot be ident¬ 
ified for legal reasons, was aware of Murphy 
shouting loudly at the group she was with. 

She said the boys in the group walked off, 
leaving her and two friends. 

Murphy said: “I’ll have one of you” and 
grabbed at one of her friends, who managed 
to get away before he punched the victim on 
the side of her head. 

Miss Lister said the girl tried to get away 
into an alleyway next to the Argos store but 
Murphy grabbed the back of her head and 
pushed her into the wall. 

She suffered injuries to her face and knee 
and had to undergo an operation to 
straighten her nose. 

In court statements, the girl said the 
incident had given her nightmares and she 
was worried that she might have been 
scarred by the injuries. 

She said it had changed her from being 
outgoing and sociable to being frightened to 
go out or answer the door of her own home. 

Declan Gallagher, defence solicitor, said 
Murphy was remorseful for the incident, 
which happened after he had drunk about 
six pints at the town’s Woolpack pub. 

He said Murphy, a grandfather with no 
previous convictions, had suffered 
“obnoxious abuse” from the youths before 
he was struck on the head by a full soft drink 
can. He said the assault on the girl happened 
in “moment of madness”. 

Mr Gallagher said that since the incident 
Murphy had suffered from an “almost lynch- 
mob mentality” and photographs of the girl’s 
injuries had been posted through his letter 
box. 


Store’s car park 
plans put on hold 

PLANS to change the layout of 
Sainsbury’s Haverhill car park have 
been deferred by planners. 

The supermarket giant applied to St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council to 
reconfigure the layout of the car 
park at its Haycocks Road store to 
improve traffic flow. 

The council’s development control 
committee was recommended to 
approve the plan, but decided 
against it and requested more 
information. 

Cllr Gordon Cox objected to the 
plan, saying it did not go far enough 
to alleviate the problems associated 
with the main road entrance and 
exit from the store. 

He said: “The problem, in my 
opinion, is the fact that this 
entrance also serves as the main 
exit and the tightness of the bend 
when entering the store site. The 
application goes no way in 
alleviating this problem.” 

But another application for the 
company to build a side extension 
on its premises to provide a home 
delivery service was approved, 
despite objections from nearby 
residents. Planning officers said an 
acoustic screen could help reduce 
noise.

Private data put on Internet 


A POLICE authority has mistakenly 
published confidential data about 
complaints against police officers. 

One senior Cambridgeshire officer 
accused of assaulting a blind man 
was named on the internet along 
with his victim - breaching the Data 
Protection Act. 

Another woman whose husband 
was accused of downloading child 
porn was also identified. 

Cambridgeshire Police Authority 
has apologised for publishing the 
names of complainants as well as the 
officers who stand accused. 


The gaffe came to light after a 
Weekly News investigation led to the 
discovery of the information on the 
authority’s website. 

The complaints are among several 
which remain under investigation 
after being open for more than 120 
days. 

Issues were raised against a 
detective inspector about his 
handling of the detention of a man 
accused of making child porn 
images. 

Another complaint was made 
against the same senior officer by a 


different person for “improper 
disclosure of sensitive information to 
a third party”. 

The officer is waiting to be 
interviewed as he is off sick. 

And a blind man accused a 
detective sergeant of pushing him 
and saying “he was not blind really”. 

The officer was also accused of 
failing to properly investigate an 
allegation of attempting to pervert 
the course of justice. 

The complaints are to be finalised 
on the officer’s return from a six-week 
course. 


The report to the professional 
standards committee was to be 
looked at by the authority in secret at 
its meeting this week. 

A spokeswoman for the police 
authority said the report was “briefly 
uploaded in error”, and was removed 
as soon as it was found. She also said 
only a small number of people 
viewed the report before it was 
removed from the internet. 

She said as a result the authority’s 
systems are being reviewed and addi¬ 
tional measures will be put in place 
to further protect privacy.

Bid to ‘stop the 
clot’ is a big hit 


A CAMPAIGN aiming to 
stop needless deaths from 
hospital-acquired blood 
clots has had a “phenom¬ 
enal” response. 

Stop the Clot was launched in 
February by the charity Anti- 
Coagulation Europe and has 
been supported by the Weekly 
News. 

MPs, hospital staff and celeb¬ 
rities from across the region have 
turned out to endorse the camp¬ 
aign, which could potentially 
save 310 lives a year in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire. 

Each year, as many as 32,000 
people in the UK die as a result of 
blood clots they get while in 
hospital.

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Drivers turn Roman road 
into muddy racing track

TRAIL bikers and 4x4 
drivers are wrecking a 
Roman road by using it 
as a race track, say farm¬ 
ers and nature lovers. 

Walkers using the pathway, 
which runs between Wandle- 
bury and Horseheath, say they 
are appalled at the damage 
caused by motorbikes and 
vehicles in wet weather and 
want them banned. 

They claim rare wild flowers, 
grass verges and ancient hed¬ 
ges containing several breeds 
of butterfly are being dest¬ 
royed by those who use the 
1,800-year-old route as a rally 
track. 

Several cars have also been 
set alight at the nature spot, 
which is popular with ram¬ 
blers and horse riders, while 
vehicle access has also led to 
several incidents of fly-tipp¬ 
ing. 

Members of the Friends of 
the Roman Road and Fleam 
Dyke, backed by local farmers, 
are collecting signatures in 
support of a vehicle ban for 
the road, which was built in 
the time of Emperor Hadrian.

Balsham farmer James 
Kiddy, who has repaired the 
road out of his own pocket, 
said: “It seems the muddier 


and wetter it is, the more these 
4x4 enthusiasts like to drive on 
it. 

“It’s very frustrating to see 


them damage the road like 
this, especially as they often 
ask me to drag them out of the 
mud with my tractor. 


“We tried barricading the 
road with a few logs, but the 
county council took them 
away. Now the road is almost 
impassable because it’s so 
damaged. 

“Even if we just shut it dur¬ 
ing the winter, it would make a 
massive difference.” 

The route is one of the few 
surviving Roman roads in 
Britain and is part of a track 
that leads from Colchester to 
the West Country. 

Former county archaeol¬ 
ogist Dr Alison Taylor, who has 
conducted excavations on the 
site, said: “It’s quite unusual to 
have a Roman road because 
most of them have become 
modern tarmac roads. 

“It was designed for horses 
and carts, as well as driving 
cattle, and is not suitable for 
heavy motorised vehicles. 

“It was originally an Iron 
Age route built in the 1st cent¬ 
ury BC and then it became a 
Roman road. It’s an important 
part of Cambridgeshire’s hist¬ 
ory and shouldn’t be churned 
up by motorists. 

“Its unique character also 
means it has been untouched 
by farmers, so it’s also home to 
many types of flora and fauna, 
which should be protected.” 


Relative foils

The incident happened at 
Glemsford, between 
Haverhill and Sudbury, last 
Thursday.

They went into the kitchen 
with her but ran out of the 
house through the front 
door when a relative of the 
woman arrived. 

They are described as 
white, of slim build, tall and 
in their 20s. One wore 
beige clothing, the other 
dark clothing. 

Householders are 
reminded to check the ID 
of callers, not to let anyone 
in if they are unsure and 
call police.

Save garden money 
during credit crunch 


T he credit crunch has 
affected some 
sponsors of this year's 
Chelsea Flower Show, with 
the number of main show 
gardens being reduced 
from a bumper crop of 22 
last year to just 13. 

However, award-winning garden 
designer, Sarah Eberle, has 
created three fun credit crunch 
gardens at short notice (costing 
£5,000 each), to fill the space 
Fleming’s left when it withdrew its 
show garden due to the bush fires 
in Australia in February. 

Money-saving visitors should be 
inspired by Sarah’s creations, The 
Overdrawn Artist’s Garden, The 
Off-Shore Garden and The 
Banker’s Garden, which show how 
to create entertaining, 
environmentally responsible 
gardens on a low budget. 

The gardens feature hard 
materials, furniture and other 
items made from things found at 
the local scrap-yard, while 
environmental messages include 
water harvesting and urban 
drainage. 

Sarah, who runs her own business 
from Hampshire, says there are 
many things gardeners can do to 
save money during the credit 
crunch. “Use your imagination 
and think outside the box as to 
how you could use materials, 
making your garden more 
personalised,” she suggests. 
“People can stamp their own 
personality on their garden. 

“It’s much better to have 
something charming and slightly 
more informal than trying to do

something that the professional 
landscaper would do.” 

For those who want a selection of 
new plants, but don’t want to 
have to pay a lot for them, Sarah 
advises hosting a garden party. 
“Invite your friends around and 
ask them to bring plants instead 
of wine. You can always drink 
elderflower cordial instead. 
“Alternatively, visit your local 
summer fete, which always has a 
plant stall and swap with friends 
if you have to lift and divide 
clumps of different plants.” 

When choosing plants, she says 
anything slow-growing and 
evergreen is going to be more 
expensive. 

“Choose plants which are 
naturally prolific as they may 
grow quickly and self seed.” 

She recommends grasses which 
can be grouped together and can 
give you real value for money. 
They’ll also look fantastic in small 
urban gardens. 

“You can make whole gardens out 
of grasses and cut different 
lengths into patterns,” Sarah says. 
“Draw a couple of ground lines, 
mow them and come up with 
something really interesting.” 

If you are after colour, try seeded 


flower mixes in urban situations, 
she advises. 

“Get a load of seed and scatter it 
for a wonderful blanket of colours. 
Sow seeds of annuals, which you 
can change each year, and will 
give a much more natural effect 
than bedding plants.” 

Don’t overspend on trying to 
achieve a particular look, like 
over-patterning paving by giving it 
a brick edge, which may be 
unnecessary. 

“Although details are important, 
overall it’s the quality of the space 
which is paramount and that 
comes from personality, comfort 
and feeling appropriate to the 
user.” 

There are other techniques you 
can use to save money. 
Award-winning horticulturalist 
and TV gardener Chris Beardshaw 
says limit yourself to one new 
plant each month. 

“That way you will have 
something new to admire and, if 
you choose one for each month of 
the year, you can be sure that your 
garden will have year-long 
interest. 

“Take advantage of any multi¬ 
purchase offers, as planting in 
blocks makes a bold impact and 
fills an area quickly and cheaply.” 
Chris, who has teamed up with 
Grant’s Whisky to create 
blueprints for the perfect credit 
crunch garden on 
www. gran tswhisJcy. com/ garden 
afterhours recommends people 
shop at nurseries rather than 
supermarket-style garden centres. 
“Often there is more variety or 
more unusual plants on offer and 
you have less non-gardening 
items to distract you into 
spending more money. 

“Don’t fool yourself into thinking 
you need every gardening gadget 
under the sun. Stick to the basics 
like a good spade and fork, a 
decent pair of secateurs and a 
knife and limit everything else as 
you can often get by just as well 
without it.”

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Dwarf phlox 

These pretty low-growing plants 
provide rockeries and scree beds 
with plenty of colour at this time 
of year in many shades of pink, 
blue and white, tumbling over 
walls or creating flat carpets of 
flowers. They are easy to grow and 
will last a few years if given a little 
TLC. The most popular is the 
carpeting R 

subulata (moss phlox), which 
grows to just 3in (9cm) and 
spreads around 45cm (1.5ft), 
flowering in April and May. 

Good named varieties include 
“G.F. Wilson”, which is pale purple, 
“Apple Blossom”, a pink variety 
and “Temiscaming”, a red type. 
Phlox thrives in any well-drained, 
moisture-retentive soil in full sun.

Ace used car alternatives 
are well worth looking over 


USED Car Expert magazine 
editor Matthew Tumbridge 
gives his opinion - and the 
alternatives - to the 
Government’s scrappage 
scheme. 

“So, the Government will give 
you £1,000 and car companies will 
match it, if you agree to swap your 
10-year-old car for a new one,” 
says Tumbridge. 

“That’s a nice deal for some. But 
you have to be in a position to 
spend at least £5,000, and that 
figure is only going to buy the 
smallest kind of car. 

“It seems to me that there are 
quite a lot of bigger, better- 
equipped used cars that British 
motorists can buy for £5,000, 
which have lost - so I would argue 
the buyer has saved - more than 
£2,000 in depreciation.” 

Here are three notable 
examples: 

■ Renault Laguna: “Complicated, 
but safe and comfortable, it has 
tots of equipment - but that 
means plenty to go wrong, too. 
There are lots around, and prices 
have been falling fast so it is good 
value,” says Tumbridge. 


Used Car Expert magazine 
prices a 2005 Renault Laguna 16v 
Expression 1.8, with average 
mileage of around 37,600, at 
between £3,175 and £4,226. 

■ Peugeot 307: “Roomy, and 
becoming affordable, it is not 
perfect, but has bags of room for 
the family, especially the estate. 
Increasing numbers around help 
push down prices,” Tumbridge 
says. 

Used Car Expert magazine 
prices a 2005 Peugeot 307 1.4, with 


average mileage of around 33,500, 
at between £3,500 and £4,700. 

■ Nissan Almera: “A worthy car 
that is cheap to buy and run, it is 
an often-overlooked model which 
has good equipment, handling, 
and engines. They are usually 
bargain-priced, so you can’t go 
wrong,” Tumbridge says. 

Used Car Expert magazine 
prices a 2005 Nissan Almera 1.5, 
with average mileage of around 
27,600, at between £3,573 and 
£4,765.
